Three hundred per cent increase in 
, street lighting with but a small in­ 
crease in the cost of the service will 
result from tho installation 
of 
a 
"white way” in Gettysburg, it w*as 
learned by members of the “white 
w ay” committee after a conference 
with officials of the Gettysburg Elec­ 
tric Company in Hanover, Thursday* 
' afternoon. 
The “ white w ay” committee is wind­ 
ing up- its solicitation of funds for 
the proposed street improvement and, 
in order to present its plan to the bor­ 
ough council, it was first necessary to 
1 determine 
what the addition of the 
lights would mean in dollars and 
•cuts to the council, which will be 
asked to maintain the system. 
The committee, it was announced 
this morning, has between $11,000 
and $13,000 actually on hand toward 
the installation of the "white way,” 
and that solicitors next week would 
finish calling upon residents of Get­ 
tysburg who are being approached to 
support the projected improvement by 
contributions. 
Need *15,000 
Approximately $15,000 will be col­ 
lected before the “white” committee 
g oes before council with its project, 
king 
permission to install 
tho 
system and the borough to m aintain 
it afte r installation. 
Seme opposi­ 
tion. it is felt by the committee, will 
be encountered in council, but it is 
their belief that recalcitrant m embers 
of the body are being won over to 
the side of those in favor of making 
the improvement, which, it is believed, 
will benefit the town as a whole. 
All of the amount necessary to in­ 
stall the “ white way” will be collect­ 
ed before the committee w aits upon 
council and, if permission to install 
the 
system 
is 
refused 
or 
coun­ 
cil 
r e f u s e s 
to 
maintain 
it 
after its installation, a1! funds col­ 
lected will be returned, members of 
the committee declared this morning, 
j 
So as to acquaint council with all 
facts regarding the proposed improve­ 
ment, the committee in charge of the 
collection of funds for the project 
went to Hanover Thursday afternoon 
and called upon officials of the com­ 
pany which supplies G ettysburg with 
its electric power. 
Small Increase 
The committee was informed that 
by installing 40,000 candlepower by 
means of the “ white way” the cost 


•f the service would be only a frac­ 
tion greater than it is at present, 
since t h e company is planning to sign 
a now agreem ent for electric service 
with the borough by which the town 
will be furnished power at consider­ 
ably le s s than at present. 
It was pointed out by officials of 
the electric company that the new 
' rates for service will bo so arranged 
that the more power used, the le"S 
the charge will he. 
At present, it 


w a s stated, Gettysburg is {laying 40 
coots per candlepower for its street 
lighting, hut that with the installa­ 
tion of the "white wtay” this charge 
will 
be cut to 15 cents |H*r candle­ 
power. 
The “white w ay” would in* 
, crease the s t r e e t ’s lighting by 300 per 
cent, it was stated, at only a ?*niall 
increase in cost to the borough. 
At present the borough is paying 
$4,800 a year for its lighting service, 
and the increase by reason of the 
establishment of a “white w ay” will 
not be burdensome, it is believed. 
Under present plans 
the 
“w’hite 
w ay” will be installed on the four 
main streets of town, which will not 
only add to the value of properties, 
but increase after-m ght business for 
Stores along these streets, according 
o proponents of the plan.
